It is a time of 
inadequacy for them. 


"They have to lash out at 


someone and often they do it 
against those to whom they 
are most devoted " 


Lee. 
58. a professor of 


sociology and anthropology at 
Brooklyn College and author 
of many sociology textbooks, 
quoted a line from Thoreau on 
the subject: "Most men lead 
lives of quiet desperation " 


But the sociologist stressed 


that his theory is only a

piogram of health insurance, at

The Battle of Berlin began 


April. 16, 1945 with the German 
capital less than 50 miles away 
It took the Russians two weeks 
to reach the city and obtain its 
surrender. 


The brunt of the attack in thei 


center of a line about 100 miles 
long was borne by the Soviet 
Army's 1st Byelorussian front 
under Marshal Oregon K Zhu- 
kov. 


Marshal Konstantin K Rokos- 


sovsky led the drive of his 2nd 
Byelorussian Front in the north 
The southern flank was the re- 
sponsibility of the Isa Ukranian 
Front commanded b\ Marshal 
Ivan Konev 


Gather Strength 


The armies had been dug in at 


the Oder and Neisse rivers for 
two months, regrouping and 
gathering strength 


Konev s forces quicklj broke 


out of the bridgehead 


Zhukov was not so fortunate 


Facing the bulk of the Nazi 
forces gathered for defense of 
Berlin, his forces took about two 
days to smash their wa\ out of

Dr Joseph Goebbels, the Naz- 


is' chief propagandist, had sol- 
diers and civilians alike be 
lievmg that a fresh army was 
heading toward the city from 
the west 


That armv never existed 
Commandos of the SS roamed 


parts of the city not yet cap- 
tured and shot or hanged Ger- 
man soldiers who had deserted 


In an effort to prevent Soviet 


patrols from penetrating the 
center of Berlin through the 
subway, SS troopers flooded the 
tunnels Thousands of women 
and children sheltering there 
were drowned 


A lone soldier found hiding 


among civilians in a cellar 
meant in many cases the death 
of everyone there 


"Through most of the battle 


we sat in the cellar," Margarete 
Abmeyer recalls "One day. a 
12-year-old boy showed up with 
a rifle to defend us Someone 
down there who still kept his
